THE INAUGURATION OF HARRISON ” 


T he P r esid en t's A ddress!; Scenes a nd I n c i­ 
d en ts a t .N a tiona l Ca p)Int.

W as hingt on 
, March 4.—-W ith simple nfid 
solemn ceremony, In the presence of all of 
the wisdom and a uthority embodied in the

*tlHM» indell Hy lllc W-pYescntativcs of all the 
ifreit n&Uons on the face of the globe, Benja­ 
min Harrison was to-day inducted into the 
highest office within the g ift o f the American 
people. 
Gathering up the reins of power as 
they fell from the grasp of his predecessor, he 
took the oath which l>ound him to the service 
of his country, and charged him self with the 
destinies of 60,900.000 of people.

And it was so that W ashington, the C a jl- 
tal City, wfis* to d a y , the Mecca of liberty 
MrttWbRlpHf's hi all parts of the land.

ARRIVAL AT TnK WHITE HOUSE.

General nnd Mr. Morton, accompanied by 
the Senate Kccenfion Committee, re-entered 
their carriages and were driven to the E xecu­ 
tive Mansion, 
At 10 o’clock the Carriages provided by the 
tnrtdgural Committee to convey the party to 
the Capitol drew up in front of tiie J ohnston 
Annex, fa cing Vermont-avenue, and for n 
time were the center of interest to the crowd. 
A few minutes later V ice President-elect Mor­ 
ton, clad in a hea vy ulster and wearing K 
high hat, emerged from the house, escorted 
hy ex-Solicilor of the N a vy 
Department 
General W illia m s, and entered the first car 
riage. 
Behind him came Mrs. Morton on the 
arm of Lieutenant J . F. Parker,United States 
N a vy, and entered the carriage with her hus­ 
band. 
GENERAL HARRISON’S CARRIAGE. 
At 10:15 o’clock a large four seated black 
carriage, very sim ila r to the one used hy 
President Cleveland, drawn by two beautiful 
bays, drove up to the sidewa lk for General 
and Mrs. Harrison. 
A few minutes later the 
General and Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. McKee, 
Mrs. Lard. Mrs. Halford, Miss McKee, Mr. 
and Mrs 
Russell Harrison and the other 
members o f the party descended the stair­ 
case leading from their apartments in the 
Arlington to the hall below. 
ESCORTED HY SENATE COMMITTEE. 
The Senate Committee in charge of the in­ 
augural ceremonies then advanced and es­ 
corted the party to their carriages. 
CROWDS BLOCK THE WAY. 


Great crowds blocked the streets in every 
direction, and as the distinguished party 
made their appearance they were received 
with vociferous cheers. T he Seventieth Indi­ 
ana Reg im ent, headed hy a band, pla ying 
lively airs, marched into the W hite House 
grounds at 10 o ’clock and took position along 
the eastern drivewa y. 
A storm of cheers 
burst from the crowds which thronged the 
avenue in front o f the Mansion, at 10:30 
o’clock, when the arrival of the President­ 
elect was announced. 


JOINED BY PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 
The party proceeded to the Blue Parlor, 
where they were soon joined by President 
Cleveland aud his Cabinet. 


DEPARTURE FOR THE CAPITOL. 
A t 11 o ’clock the 
President’s carriage 
drew up at the entrance and the party within 
were inform ed that everything was in readi­ 
ness for the departure to the Capitol. 
Presi­ 
dent Cleveland was the first to enter the ca r­ 
riage. 
H e wa s follow ed in order named by 
General Harrison and Senators Hoar and 
Cockrell. 
UNDER ONE UMBRELLA. 
The President and General Harrison oc­ 
cupied the rear scat. 
President Cleveland 
held an umbrella over General Harrison and 
him self. 
ESCORTED BY HARRISON’S REGIMENT. 
W hen the Presidential party took their de­ 
parture the Seventieth Reg im ent formed into 
tw o sections, one preceding and the other fol­ 
low ing tiie carriages. T he word was then 
given and the party m oved to the avenue and 
joined the First D ivision in the place assigned 
to it. 
THE MARCH TO THE CAPITOL. 
Prom ptly at 11 o’clock the escorting party 
began the march to the Capitol.

There is no constitutional or legal requirem ent 
that the President shall take th-* oath of office in the

A MUTUAL COVENANT. 
The oath taken in the presence of the people b e­ 
comes a m utual cov enant, the officer cov enants to 
serv e the whole b ody of the people b y a faithful ex­ 
ecution of the laws, so that they m ay b e the unfail­ 
ing defense and security of those who respect and 
ob serv e them and that neither w ealth and station, 
nor the power of com b inations shall b e ab le to 
ev ade their ju st penalties or to w rest them from a 
b eneficent pub lic purpose to serv e the ends of cruel­ 
ty or selfishness. My promise is spoken; yours un-

ken—b ut D ot the less real and solemn. The peo- 
of ev ery state hav e here their representativ es. 
Surely I do not m isinterpret the spirit of the occa­ 
sion when I assum e that Ahe whofe b ody of tb e peo­ 
ple cov enant with me a n d with each other t o - d a y to 
support and defend the Constitution 
a n d the Union 
of the states, to yield willing ob edience 
t o all the 
law s and each to ev ery other citizen his equal civ il 
and political rights. 


GOD'S BLESSING INVOKED. 
E ntering thus solemnly in cov enant with each 
other, we may rev erently inv oke and confidently ex­ 
pect the fav or and help of A lm ighty God—tha t He 
will giv e to me the wisdom, rtrenv th and fidelity 
and lo cu r people a spirit of fraternity and a lov e of 
righteousness and peace.

MORE PERFECT UNION. 
The div ergent inter e tsof peace speedily de nandi d 
a more perfect union. The merchant, the ship-mas­ 
ter and the m ahiif-icturer discov ered nnd disclosed 
to our statesm en and to 
tv -onle that com mercial 
thnancipiUte] m ust Is- allied to the political freedom 
which had Ijeen so b rav ely won. The com m ercial 
policy of tb e m other country had not relaxed any 
of its hard and oppressiv e features. 


roR K IG N INFLUENCE OVERCOME. 
To hold in cheek the dev elopment of our com m er­ 
cial marine, to prev ent or retard the estab lishm ent 
and grow th of m anufactures in the states, and so 
in- the A m erican m arket for their shops, and 
the carrying trade for their ships, was the policy of 
European statesm en, and was pursued with the most 
selfish v igor. Petitions poured iu upon Congress, 
urging the im position of discriminating duties that 
should encourage the production of needed tilings 
it home. The patriotism of the people, which no 
uiget found a field of exercise In 
war, was 
energetically directed to tin1 duty of equipping 
the young repub lic fo r the defense of its independ- 
nee b y making its |>eople self-dependent. Societies 
for the promotion of home m anufactures and for 
ncouraging the use of domestics in the dress of the 
iple were organized in many of the states. The 
rev iv al at the end of the century of the sam e patri­ 
otic interest in the preserv ation and dev elopment of 
domestic industries and the defense of our working 
aeople against injurious foreign com petition, is an 
neident worthy of attention. It is not a departure 
aut a return that we hav e witnessed. 


T H E PROTECTIVE POLICY. 
Ill* protectiv e policy had then its op|x>nents.

SECTIONAL ELEMENT ELIMINATED. 
The sectional elem ent has happily b een eliminated 
from the tariff discussion. 
We hav e no longer 
states that are necessarily only planting states 
None are excluded from aeh ev iug that div ersiflca- 
ion of pursuit am ong the people which b rings 
wealth and content. 


VALUE O F HOME INDUSTRIES. 
The cotton plantation will not he less v alunhle 
when the product is spun in country towns, hy oper­ 
ativ es whose necessities call for div ersified crops, 
md create a home dem and for garden anil agrieul- 
ural products. Ev ery new mine, furnace and fac- 
ory is an extension of the productiv e capacity of 
he state more real and v aluab le than added terri- 
toiy. 


FOR CONTINUED PROTECTION. 
Shall the prejudices and paralysis of slav ery con­ 
tinue to b ang upon the skirts of progress/ How 
' mg will those who rejoice that slav ery no longer 
xists cherish, or tolerate, the incapacities it puts 
pon their com m unities r I look hopefully to the 
continuance of our protectiv e system, and to the 
consequent dev elopm ent of 
m anufacturing and 
mining enterprises iu the states, hitherto wholly 
giv en to agriculture, as a potent influence in the per­ 
fect unification of our people. The men who hav e 
inv ested their capital in these enterprises; the 
farm ers who hav e felt the b enefit, of their neighlior- 
liood and the men who work in shop or field will not 
fail to find aud to defend a com munity of interest. 


A F R E E 1IALLOT NECESSARY. 
Is it not quite possib le that the farm ers and the 
prom oters of the great mining and m anufacturing 
enterprises, which hav e recently lieen estab lished in 
the South, may yet find that the free b allot of the 
orkingtnan, w nb out distinction of race, is needed 
for their defense as well as for his own? I do not 
doub t that it these men in the South who now ac­ 
cept the tariff v iews of Clav , and the Constitutional 
expositions of W eb ster, would courageously av ow 
and defend their real conv ictions they would not find 
it difficult, b y friendly instruction and co-operation, 
to m ake the b lack niun their efficient and safe ally, 
not only iu estab lishing correct principles in our N a­ 
tional adm inistration, b ut in preserv ing, for their lo­ 
cal com m unities, the b enefits of social order and 
conoinieal ancl honest Gov ernment. At least until 
the good offices of kindness and education tiav e 
b een fairly tried, the contrary conclusion cannot he 
plausib ly urged. 


NO SECTIONAL KXECFTIVE POLICY. 


1 hav e altogether rejected the suggestion of a 
8| J-eiat exfccutfv o policy .for any section of our coun­ 
try. It is the duty of the Executiv e to adm inister 
and enforce, in the m ethods and b y the instrum en­ 
talities pointed out and prov ided b y the constitu­ 
tion, all the laws enacted b y Congress. These laws 
are. general, and the ir adm inistration should tie uni­ 
form and equal. As a citizen may not elect what 
laws he will ob ey, neither m ay the Executiv e elect 
which he will enforce. The duty to ob ey and to ex­ 
ecute em b races the Constitution in its entirety and 
the whole 
code 
of 
laws 
enacted 
under 
it. 
The ev il exam ple of perm itting indiv iduals, corpo- 
ations nnd com m unities to nullify the laws b ecause 
they cross some selfish or local interests or preju ­ 
dices, is full of danger, not only to the nation at 
large, b ut m uch m ore to those who use this .perni­ 
cious expedient to escape their just ob ligations or to 
ootain an unjust adv autage ov er others. They will 
>rt sently them selv es b e compelled to appeal to the 
aw for protection, and those who would use the law 
as a defense m ust not deny tha t use of it to others. 


OBLIGATIONS OF CORPORATIONS. 


If our great corporations would m ore scrupu­ 
lously ob serv e their legal ob ligat ions and duties they 
would hav e less cause to com plain of the unlaw ful 
limitations of their rights, or of v iolent interference 
with their operations. The com munity tha t b y con­ 
cert. open or secret, am ong its citizens, deuies to a 
portion of its m em b ers their plain rights under the 
law has sev ered tb e only; safe b ond of social order 
and prosperity. The ev il works from a b ad centre 
Doth ways. It dem oralizes those who practice it, 
and desti oys tb e faith of those who suffer b y it In 
the efficiency of the 
law 
as 
a 
safe 
pro­ 
tector. 
The 
m an 
in 
whose 
b reast 
that 
faith has b em darkened is naturally the sub ject of 
dangerous and uncanny suggestions. 
Those who 
use unlawful m ethods if mov ed b y no higher motiv e 
than tue selfishness tha t prom pts them , m ay well 
stop and inquire w b a’, is to b e the end of this? An 
unlawful expedient cannot b ecome a perm anent 
condition or gov ernm ent. 
If the educated and 
influential classes in a com m uuitv either practice or 
conniv e a t the system atic v iolation of laws that 
seem to them to cross their conv enience, w hat can 
they expict, when the leJson, tha t conv enience or 
as supposed class interest is a sufficient cause for 
lawlessness, has b een well learned b y tb e ignorant 
classes. A com m unity where taw is the rule of con­ 
duct and where courts, not mob s, execute its penal­ 
ties, is the only attractiv e fields for b usiness inv est­ 
m ents and honest lab or 


NATURALIZATION LAWK. 
Our naturalization laws should b e so am ended as 
tom a k e tn e Inquiry into the character and good 
disposition of pt rs >ns apply iug for citizenship m ore 
careful and searching. Our existing laws hav e in 
their adm inistration an unimpressiv e and often an 
unintelligib le form . We accept the man as a citizen

We hav e not sought to dom inate or to ab sorb nm 
of our w eaker neighb ors, b ut rather to aid and en­ 
courage them to estab lish free and stab le gov ern 
incuts resting upon the consent of their ow n people. 
We hav e a clear rigtit to expect, therefore, that no 
Kiiropenn gov ernm ent will seek to i stab lish colonial 
dependencies upon the territory of the-e indepeiid 
cut American states, That which a sense of justice 
restrains ns from sis’klug, they may b e reasonab ly 
expected wifiingly to forego. 
It m ust not Is- ns 
sinned, hoi'ov c r'tl)^ our interests nnj s<» exclusiv e- 
ly A merican that oirj- enure inattention to any 
•■v ents that may transpiic eH-w’herc can b e taken 
for granted. 
TO rnO T FC T AMERICAN CITIZEN S. 
Our citizens, domiciled for purposes of trade in 
all countries and in many o f the islands o f the sea. 
dem and and will hav e our adeq uate care in their 
personal and com mercial rights. The necessities of 
fair Nav y require conv enient coaling stations, and 
dock and harb or priv ileges. These and other trail 
ing priv ileges we w ill feel free to ob tain only hy 
means that do not in any degree partak e of coercion, 
howev er feeb le the gov ernm ent from which we itsk 
sucli concessions. But, hav ing fairly ob tained them 
b y m ethods nnd for purposes entirely consistent 
w jtli the most friendly- disposition tow ards all other 
(lowers, our consent will b e neiv ssary to any inod'u- 
cation or inq airm ent of the concession. 


F IT C R E d i p i / im ac Y 
We shall neither fail to respect the flag of any 
friendly nation or the ju st rights of its citizens nor 
to exact the like treatm ent for our own. Calmness, 
justice and consideration *tiould characterize our 
diplomacy. The off'ees of an intelligent diplomacy, 
or of friendly arb itration in proper cnseS,- should b e 
adeq uate to the peaceful adjustm ent of all interni 
tional difficulties. By such m ethods we will make 
our contrib ution to tb e world's jwaee, which no 
nation v alues more highly, and av oid the oppro­ 
b rium w hich must full upon the nation that rutti 
lessly b reaks it. 


APl'OtNTMKNT OF PUBLIC O FFIC ER S. 
The duty dev olv ed b y law upon the President to 
nominate, and b y and with the adv ice and consent 
of the Senate, to appoint all pub lic officers whose 
appointm ent is not otherwise prov ided for in the 
Constitution or b y act of Congress, ha£ tteCome v ery 
b urdensome, und its wise and efficient discharge 
full of difficulty. 'I lie civ il list is so large that a 
(N-rsonal know ledge of nnv large num tier of the ap- 
plicaifis is impossib le. The President m ust rely u|« » i 
the representations of others and these are often 
made inconsiderately and w ithout an v just sense. 
I hav e a right, 1 think, to insist that those who v ol­ 
unteer, or are inv ited to giv e adv ice as to appoint­ 
ments. shall exercise consideration anil fidelity. 
WHAT WILL HE EXPECTED OF OFFUIAL8. 
iV high sense of duty and an am b ition to improv e 
t b e serv ice should characterize all pub lic officers. 
There are m any ways in which the conv ene nice and 
.-oinfort of those who hav e b usiness with our pub lic 
iffie rs may lie promoted Iv y a thoughtful and 
ihliging oflieer.and I shall expect those whom I may 
ilfiX'fiit to Justify their selection b y a conspicusous 
•ffieiene.v in the discharge of their duties. Honor 
ab le party serv ice will certainly not lie esteemed hy 
men disqualification for pub lic office. But it will in no 
ase lie allowed to serv e !us a shield of official neg­ 
ligence, 
incon’.peteiiey 
or 
delinquincy. 
It

entirely 
creditab le 
to

pub lic office b y proper methods and with prop- 
r motiv es, and all applicants will lie treated with 
consideration.

TH E TREASURY SU RPLUS, 
While n treasury surplus is not the greatest ev il, 
it is a serious ev il. Our rev enue should tie ample to 
meet the ordinary annual dem ands upon our treas­ 
ury with a sufficient m argin for those extraordinary 
b lit scarcely less Imperativ e dem ands which arise 
now and then. Expenditure should alw ays b e mode 
with economy and only upon pub lic necessity. 
W astefulness profligacy or fav oritism in pub lic ex­ 
penditures is criminal. 
But there is nothing in the 
ondition of our country or of our people, to suggest 
tha t anything presently necessary to the pub lic 
prosperity, security or honor should b e unduly post­ 
poned. 
It will b e the duty of Congress wisely to 
forecast and estim ate these extraordinary demands, 
anil, hav ing added them to our ordinary expendi 
turos, to so udjust our rev enue laws that no coesid- 
rab le annual surplus will rem ain. 
We will for 
Innately he ab le to apply 
to the redemption 
>f the pub lic deb t any small and unforeseen excess 
if rev enue. This is la-tler than to reduee our in 
come b elow our necessary expenditures with the re­ 
sulting choice b etween another change of our rev ­ 
enue laws and an increase of the pub lic deb t. It is 
mite possib le, 1 am sure to effect the necessary re 
iuctioii in our rev enues w ithout b reaking down our 
protectiv e tariff, or seriously injuring any domestic 
industry. 


CONSTRUCTION O F WAR S lltf f i. 
The construction of a sufficient num b er of modem 
w arships, and of their necessary arm am ent, should 
progress as rapidly as is consistent, with cure and 
tierfection in plans and w orkm anship. The spirit, 
courage and skill of our nav al officers and seam en 
hav e many tim es in our history giv en to weak ships 
and inefficient gutis, a rating greatly lieyond lb at of 
the nav al list. T hat they will again do so upon oc- 
asion, 1 do not doub t, hut they ought not, b y pre­ 
meditation or neglect, to b e left to the risks anil exi­ 
gencies of an unequal com b at. 


AMERICAN STEAM SHIP LINES. 
We should encourage the estab lishm ent of Anieri- 
nn steam ship lines. The exchanges of commerce 
lenmnd stated, reliab le and rapid m eans of com m u­ 
nication, and until these are prov ided the dev elop­ 
ment of our trade with the states lying south of us 
is impossib le. 


WHAT IS DUE TO SOLDIER.S AND SAILORS. 
' 
Our pension law should giv e more adeq uate and 
diserimit uling relief to the V'nion soldiers and sail 
ors. and to their widows and orphans. Such occe 
sions as this should rem iud us tn at 
thing to their v alor and sacrifice.

election in each shall truly express the v iews and 
wishes of a m ajority of the qualified electors resid­ 
ing within it. The results of such elections are not 
local, and the insistence of electors residing in other 
districts tha t they shall b e pure and free aocs not 
sav or at all of im pertinence.

At 10 O 'clock the Carriages provided by the 
Inititgilral Cbmtnilicc to convey the party to 
the Capitol drew up in front of the Johnston 
Annex, facing Vermont-avenuo, and for a 
time were the center of interest to the crowd. 
A few minutes later Vice President-elect Mor­ 
ton, clad in a heavy ulster aud wearing « 
high hat, emerged from the house, escorted 
by ex-Solicitor of the Navy.

GENERAL HARRISON’S CARRIAGE. 
At 10:15 o’clock a large four seated black 
carriage, very similar to the one used by 
President Cleveland, drawn by two beautiful 
bays, drove up to the sidewalk for General 
and Mrs. Harrison. 
A few minutes later the 
General and Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. McKee, 
Mrs. Lard, Mrs. Halford, Miss McKee, Mr. 
aud Mrs 
Russell Harrison and the other 
members of the paity descended the stair­ 
case leading from their apartments in the 
Arlington to the hall below. 
ESCORTED BY SENATE COMMITTEE. 
The Senate Cbmmittee in charge of the in­ 
augural ceremonies then advanced and es­ 
corted the party to their carriages. 
CROWDS BLOCK THE WAY. 


Great crowds blocked the streets in every 
direction, and as the distinguished party 
made their appearance they were received 
with vociferous cheers. The Seventieth Indi­ 
ana Regiment, headed by a band, playing 
lively airs, marched into the White House 
grounds at 10 o’clock and took position along 
the eastern driveway. 
A storm of cheers 
burst from the crowds which thronged the 
avenue in front of the Mansion, at 10:30 
o’clock, when the arrival of the President­ 
elect was announced. 
JOINED BY PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 
The party proceeded to the Blue Parlor, 
where they were soon joined by President 
Cleveland aud his Cabinet. 
DEPARTURE FOR THE CAPITOL. 
At 11 o’clock the 
President’s carriage 
drew up at the entrance and the party within 
were informed that everything was in readi­ 
ness for the departure to the Capitol. 
Presi­ 
dent Cleveland was the first to enter the car 
riage. 
He was followed in order named by 
General Harrison and Senators Hoar and 
Cockrell. 
UNDER ONE UMBRELLA. 
The President and General Harrison oc 
cupied the rear seat. 
President Cleveland 
held an umbrella over General Harrison and 
bimscif.

The 
revival at the end of the century of the same patri- 
ic interest in the preservation and development of 
domestic industries and the defense of our working 
veople against injurious foreign competition, is an 
ncident w orthy of at tention.

Shall th- prejudices and paralysis of slavery con­ 
tinue to hang upon tin- skirts of progress? ’ How 
long will those who rejoice that slavery no longer 
xists cherish, or tolerate, the incapacities it puts 
upon their communities í 1 look hopefully to tlie 
continuance of our protective system, an-.l to the 
msequent development of 
m anufacturing and 
mining enterprises in the states, hitherto wholly 
given to agriculture, as a potent influence in the per­ 
fect unification of our people. Tlio men who have 
invested their capital in these enterprises; the 
farmers who have felt the iH-nefit. of their neighbor­ 
hood and the men who work in shop or tteld will not 
fail to find aud to defend a community of interest. 
A FR EE llAIJiOT NECESSARY. 
Is it not quite possible tluit the farm ers and the 
promoters of the great mining and m anufacturing 
enterprises, which have recently been established in 
the South, may yet find that the free baliot of the 
workingman, without distinction of race, is needed 
for their defense as well as for his own? 
I do not 
doubt that it these men in the South who now ac­ 
cept. the tariff views of (Tav, and the Constitutional 
expositions of Webster, would courageously avow 
and defend their real convictions they would not find 
it difficult, by friendly instruction and co-operation, 
to make the black man their efficient and safe ally, 
not only in establishing correct principles in our Na 
tional adm inistration, but in preserving, for their lo 
cal communities, the benefits of social order nnd 
-conouiieal and honest Government. At least until 
the good offices of kindness and education have 
been fairly tried, the contrary conclusion cannot be 
plausibly urged.

It must not lie ns 
sinned, however" Mud onr interests ar** so exclusive­

TO PROTECT AMERICAN CITIZENS. 
()ur citizens, domiciled for purposes of trade in 
all countries and iu many of the islands of the sea, 
dem and ami will have our adequate care in their 
personal and commercial rights. The necessities of 
our Navy require convenient coaling stations, and 
dock ana harbor privileges. These and other trad 
ing privileges we will feel free to obtain only by 
means ttiat do not in any degree partake of coercion, 
however feeble the government front winch we nsk 
such concessions. But, having fairly obtained them 
by methods nnd for purposes entirely consistent 
witli the most friendly disposition towards all other 
powers, our consent will lie necessary to any tnouffi- 
cation or im pairm ent of the concession. 


FUTURE DIPI/IMAC T.- 
We shall neither fait to respect the flag of any 
friendly nation or the just rights of its citizens nor 
to exact the lite treatm ent for our own. Calmness. 
jiLstiee and consideration »honid characterize our 
diplomacy. Tin- off ees of nn intelligent diplomacy, 
or of friendly arbitration in proper cases,- should be 
adequate to the peaceful adjustm ent of all intern-i- 
tional difficulties. By such methods we will make 
our contribution to the world's peace, which 110 
nation values more highly, and avoid the oppro­ 
brium which must fall upon the nation that ru th ­ 
lessly breaks it. 


APPOINTMENT OF PUBLIC OFFICERS. 
The duty devolved by law upon the President to 
nominate, and hy and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, to appoint a[l public officers whose 
appointment is not otherwise provided for in the 
Constitution or by act of Congress, haft Ik-Come very 
burdensome, und its wise and efficient discharge . 
full of difficulty, "ihe elvil list is so large that ft 
personal knowledge of nnv large number of the ap­ 
plicants is impossible. The President must rely upon 
the representations of others nnd these are often 
made inconsiderately and w ithout any just sense. 
I have a right. 1 think, to insist that those who vol­ 
unteer, or are invited to give advice as to appoint­ 
ments. shall exercise consideration and fidelity. 
W nA T WILL HE EXPECTED OF OFFCIALS. 
A high sense of duty and an ambition to improve 
the service should characterize all public officers. 
There are many ways in which the convene -nee nnd 
com fort of those who have business with our public 
offic rs may Ik- promoted by a thoughtful and 
obliging offlccr.and 1 shall expect those whom I may 
apjH-iiit to Justify their selection by a eonspicusous 
efficiency in th e ’discharge of their duties. H o n o r­ 
able party service will certainly not I k- esteemed by 
m en disqualification for public office. But it will in no 
case be allowed to serve las a shield of official neg­ 
ligence, 
incompetency 
or 
delinquiney. 
It 
is 
entirely 
creditable 
to 
seek 
public office by proper methods and with prop- 
-r motives, and all applicants will Ik- treated with 
consideration. But I shall need, and the heads of 
lit*- Departm ent will need time for inquiry mid de­ 
liberation.

While a treasury surplus is not the greatest evil, 
it is a serious evil. Onr revenue should Is- ample to 
meet the ordinary annual dem ands upon onr treas­ 
ury wit li a sufficient margin for those extraordinary 
but. scarcely less imperative dem ands which arise 
now nnd then. Expenditure should always la- made 
with economy and only upon public necessity. 
Wastefulness, profligacy or favoritism in public ex­ 
penditures is criminal. But there is nothing in the 
condition of onr country or of our jK-ople. to suggest 
that, anything presently necessary to the public 
prosperity, security or honor should be unduly post- 
poned. It will lie’ the duty of Congress wisely to 
forecast and estim ate these extraordinary demands, 
ami, having added them to our ordinary expendí 
tures, to so adjust our revenue laws that no coi sid 
t-rahle annual surplus will remain. 
We will for­ 
tunately lie able to apply 
to the redemption 
of the public debt auy small and unforeseen excess 
of revenue. This is better than to reduce our in­ 
come In-low our necessary expenditures with the re­ 
sulting choice tietiveen another change of our rev 
entie laws and an increase of the public debt. It is 
quite possible, 1 am sure to effect the necessary re 
ductiou in our revenues without breaking down our 
protective tariff, or seriously injuring any domestic 
industry. 


CONSTRUCTION OF WAR SH IPS. 
The construction of a sufficient number of modem 
w ar ships, and of their necessary arm am ent, should 
progress as rapidly as is consistent, with care and 
perfection in plans and workmanship. The spirit, 
courage and skill of our naval officers and seamen 
have many times in our history given to weak ships 
and inefficient guns, a rating greatly beyond flint of 
the naval list. That they will again do so upon oc­ 
casion, 1 do not doubt, but they ought not, by pre­ 
meditation or neglect, to be left to the risks and exi­ 
gencies of an unequal combat. 


AMERICAN STEAMSHIP LINES. 
We should encourage the establishm ent of A m eri­ 
can steam ship lines. The exchanges of commerce 
dem and stated, reliable and rapid means of com m u­ 
nication, and until these art- provided the develop­ 
ment of our trade with the states lying south of us 
is impossible.

free* tra de, a nd fina lly the free tra de messa ge 
a nd the jicrsistent wa rfa re of Southern Con 
gressmen upon the industries tha t ha d ma de 
the North grea t a nd rich. 
They sa w a nd 
studied these things a nd bided their oppor 
tunity . 
When it ca me they rose wherever 
they were permitted a free ba llot a nd a fa :r 
count, a nd routed the fa ithless pa rty by a n 
overwhelming vote.

North a ga inst a Solid South, a nd it wa s tin 
solidity of intelligence a nd respect for la w 
a ga inst a solidity of fra ud a nd violence.

try twenty y ea rs of pea ce a nd unex a mpled 
pro ipcrity ha s been ta ken ba ck to sta y . Demo­ 
cra tic a sccudency . just four y ea rs long, lia s 
been a ptly described a s a hy phen bet ween 
two Republica n era s. 
It will occupy a queer 
pla ce in history , a nd future genera tions will 
wonder a t the forbea ra nce a nd confidence of 
a people tha t took ha ck into power Hie pa rty 
whose lea ders were fighting to destroy the 
country only twenty y ea rs before. 
With the Republica n pa rty the America n 
idea returns; there is to be a n America n pol­ 
icy .

to every citizen of the United Sta tes, whether 
a t home or a broa d, whether upon the sea or 
domciled in a dista nt isla nd, whether en­ 
ga ged in fishing a long the Ca na dia n coa sts, 
or visiting the home of his childhood in 
Irela nd or Russia , the sa me rights a nd the 
sa me immunity in their enjoy ment a s a re a s­ 
sured to every other citizen. 
And it is he 
ca use this idea ha s not beeu a sserted, hut 
beca use something very nea rly the opposite 
ha s been permitted, 
tha t the Democra tic 
pa rty now finds itself bereft of power, a nd 
groveling in the humila tion of defea t.

they a lone who could ma ke a renomina tiou 
a nd re-election possible. 
Mr. Clevela nd, be 
ing troubled with the wea knesses a nd subject 
to the mista kes of ordina ry men, fell into their 
ba nds a nd beca me like cia y before the pot 
ter. 
Ha ving moulded him to their purposes 
a n 1 unfolded the policy of ruin in Congress 
with

a nd 
a ssert 
ed the Southern determina tion of perma nent 
a nd entire suprema cy in the government 
This wa s the stra w tha t broke the ba ck of 
Northern pa tience. Mr. Clevela nd wa s bea ten 
not beca use of his own a ggressiveness towa rd 
the North, but beca use of the offensivcness 
a nd impudence of the men who a sserted the 
sole a uthority to direct a nd to spea k for the 
Democra tic pa rty . 
Mr. Clevela nd ha s rema ined in office Ion 
enough since election to see his pa rty split 
squa rely in two over the very issue which lie 
forced upon it, a nd which 
for a time 
lie drove men to support by the power of his 
pa trona ge, in viola tion of their conscience 
The fa ction led by Ra nda ll a nd the fa ction 
le i by Mills a re a s incongruous a nd a s hostile 
a s a re the Republica n a nd Democra tic force: 
to ea ch other, 
lie steps out from between 
them, cea ses to serve a s the connecting link 
a nd a na rchy a nd confusion a re the result 
From this hour lie cea ses to be a politica l 
fa ctor or figure of importa nce, a nd will soon 
hi lost in the la by rinth of la w’ offices in New 
York. 
He could ha ve ea rned a different 
a nd more honora ble fa te. If, instea d of obey 
ing the orders of Ca rlisle a nd Mills a nd pla c 
ing himself in position to dema nd a rcnomi 
na tion from the Southern lea ders of the pa rty 
he ha d a dhered to the a vowa l of objections to 
a second term set forth in his first letter of a c 
cepta nee, he would ha ve gone out of office 
with high ltonor a nd esta blished a precedent 
which future Presidents would find it neces 
s try to respect. 


WORK OF TH E FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


A R e c o rd o f T iling s A c c o m p lis h e d a nd A t 
te m p te d—C le ve la nd H e a ts th e V eto K eco rd 
[From the New-York Tribune.] 
W a h h ino to n, Ma rch 3.—Undoubtedly the 
most noteworthy legisla tive a ct of the fiftieth 
Congress, which closes a t noon to-morrow 
lia s been the pa ssa ge of the a ct by whic 
there will be a n a ddition of four new sta rs on 
the field of blue of the America n Na tiona l 
colors. The Congress in its length ha s exceed 
cil tha t of a ny previous Congress. 
More 
bills ha ve been introduced a nd more ena cted 
into la ws tha n iluring a ny other Congress 
In the ma tter of vetoes, the heretofore unsur 
pa ssed record of the forty -ninth Congress ha s 
been bea ten, President Clevela nd ha ving dis 
a pproved more bills during the la st two y ea rs 
of his Administra tion tha n during the first 
two. 
The frequent ex ercise of the veto 
power ha s been, perha ps, the most distinguish 
ing fea ture of President Clevela nd’s Adminis 
tra tion. 
He lia s vetoed directly 278 bills, 15 
more tha n a ll his predecessors combined from 
Wa shington down. 
Beginning on the first Monda y in Decem 
her, 1887, the fiftieth Congress continued 
pra ctica lly uninterruptedly in session until 
October 20, 1888, when it a djourned, to 
meet for the second session in December a nd 
to continue until Ma rch 4, 1889 , a s required 
by la w. 
During the two sessions there ha ve 
been introduced in the House 12,659 bills, or 
1,400 more tha n in the preceding Congress, 
a nd 268 joint resolutions, or 5 more tha n in 
the forty ninth Congress. Committee reports 
ha ve been ma de to the number of 4,154. 
In the Sena te 3,9 9 8 bills a nd 144 joint reso­ 
lutions ha ve been introduced, a ga inst 3,357 
bills a nd 118 resolutions during the forty - 
ninth Congress which broke a ll previous re 
cords in this respect. 
There were 2,706 writ 
ten reports ma de, or over 700 in ex cess of the 
preceding Congress. 
Of a ll these hills a nd 
joint resolutions. 1,79 1 beca me la ws,of which 
number 1,19 0 origina ted in the House a nd 
601 in the Sena te. 
The President a lso sent 
veto messa ges in the ca se of 9 9 House a nd 47 
Sena te bills, or 14 more vetoes tha n were ma de 
during the previous Congress. 
Of the House bills which beca me La ws, 832 
were priva te bills a nd 358 mea sures of a pub­ 
lic cha ra cter. 
All of the 9 9 House bills ve­ 
toes, ex cept eight, were either priva te pension 
or relief bills. 
Some of the more importa nt 
House bills which ha ve become la ws a re a s 
follow s; 
For a conference of South a nd 
Centra l America n na tions in Wa shington in 
Ma y next; to divide the Grea t Sioux Reserva ­ 
tion in Da kota ; the Scott Chinese Ex clusiou 
a ct; providing for the ta king of the eleventh 
census; to limit the hours of la bor of letter 
ca rriers; crea ting a Depa rtment of Agricul­ 
ture, the hea d of the Depa rtment to be a Ca bi­ 
net officer; to increa se the ma x imum a mount 
of interna tiona l money -orders from $50 to 
$100, a nd providing for i n Appra iser’s wa re­ 
house in New-York. 
Bills origina ted in the Sena te beca me la ws 
to the number of 601, of which 409 were of a 
priva te cha ra cter. 
Forty -seven Sena te hills 
were vetoed, the most importa nt being those 
for the erection of public buildings a t Youngs­ 
town, Ohio, a nd Sioux City , Iowa , a nd the 
Direct Ta x bill. 
By fa r the most importa nt 
of the Sena te hills ena cted into la w ha s beeu 
the omnibus Territoria l Admission bill, by 
which North a nd South Da kota , Wa shington 
a nd Monta na Territories ma y a cquire sta te­ 
hood. 
Other Sena te hills pla ced on the sta t­ 
ute books a re a s follows: To increa se the 


pension for loss of both ha nds a nd a lso lor 
dea fness; to prevent deposits of ga rba ge w ith­ 
in "New-York ha rbor; to incorpora te the N ic­ 
a ra gua Ca na l Compa ny ; to provide for a ma r­ 
ine conference! to provide a id to Sta le homes 
for the siipjxtrt of disa bled soldiers; to perfect 
the

service; 
rela ting 
to 
a nchora ge 
of 
vessels 
in 
the 
port 
of New York; to prohibit the com ingot Chi­ 
nese la borers into the United Sta tes; to 
cha nge the time of meeting of the Electora l 
College; to ena ble the President to protect the 
interests of the United Sta tes a t Pa na ma (a 
simila r mea sure with reference to Sa moa wa s 
included In the Na va l Appropria tion bill); to 
protect the Ala ska fur, sea l nnc} snlmdtt fish­ 
eries; directing the Secreta ry of the Interior 
to investiga te the pra ctica bility of construct­ 
ing wa ter stora ge reservoirs in the a rid re­ 
gion; a ppropria ting $200,000 to suppress in- 
fectioq in the intersta te commerce of the 
United Sla tes; a nd in a id of sufferers from 
y ellow fever. 
Congress a lso pa ssed bills to pension Mrs.. 
Sherida n. Mrs. Loga n. Mrs. Fra nk A. Bla ir 
a nd to retire Genera l Rosecra ns. 
Three hundred a nd thirty -five bills which 
pa ssed the House fa iled in the Sena te or in 
conference. 
By fa r the most nota ble of 
these is the Mills Ta riff bill, a nd w ith the 
fight over this mea sure the public is fa milia r. 
Another imporla nt House bill which fa iled is 
the Okla homa bill.

GOING OUT AND COMING IN. 


It is all over with the Democracy. 
Tl-c 
glory that shone upon it so brightly four 
years ago goes out in clouds and rain today. 
It is a fitting end to a regime that has brought 
only evil upon the country. 
The people did 
not intend to elect Mr. Cleveland. 
A rainy 
day, an imprudent remark by an alliterative 
preacher, a few disgruntled stalwarts in 
Oneida county, and finally the counting of 
hundreds of Butler votes to the Democracy 
in New York city, wrought the unexpected 
change. 
Tlu* result of 1884 was an accident 
supplemented by fraud. 
But it was accepted 
by the American people,who believed that the 
time was os favorable for an experiment witli 
the Democracy as any that could be selected 
within the present century. The people wt re 
patient but watchful. 
They weighed justly 
and intelligently the Pan electric scandal, the 
outrage upon John Roach, the fisheries shame, 
the cowardice of our entire foreign policy, 
the pension vetoes, the rebel Hag order, ti e 
induction of criminals into ollices, the op 
prcssion of settlers upon government lands, 
the undervaluations upon 
foreign goods 
in the custom houses in the interest of 
free trade, and finally the free trade message 
and the insistent warfare of Southern Con 
gressmen ujioti the industries that had made 
the North great and rich. They saw and 
studied these things and bided their oppor 
tunity. 
When it came they rose wherever 
they were permitted a free ballot and a fa:r 
count, and routed the faithless party by 
overwhelming vote. 
Again there was a Solid 
North against a Solid South, and it was the 
solidity of intelligence and respect for law 
against a solidity of fraud and violence. The 
result was so decisive, and so grounded in 
the deliberate judgment and determination of 
the people, as to leave the Democracy with 
out hope for the future. 
The Cleveland ad­ 
ministration has come and gone, and the 
country knows the value of Democratic pre­ 
tensions and promises. 
They will not la» de 
ceived again. 
The party that saved the na­ 
tion, exterminated slavery,and gave the eoun 
try twenty years of peace aud unexampled 
pro jperity has been taken back to stay. Demo­ 
cratic ascendency, just four years long, has 
been aptly described as a hyphen bet ween 
two Republican eras. 
It will occupy a queer 
place in history, and future generations will 
wonder at the forbearance and confidence of 
a people that took back into power the party 
whose leaders were fighting to destroy the 
country only twenty years before. 
With the Republican party the American 
idea returns; there is to be an American pol­ 
icy. 
The “ campaign of intellect” which 
ended four months ago worked out the Amer 
iran idea to the thorough comprehension of 
the people. 
We had learned how-easy it was 
for a weak and truckling administration, if 
continued through a series of Presidential 
terms, to make the United States practically a 
foreign dependency, and especially to rob our 
own people of their legitimate title to its 
wealth by distributing it among foreign mo­ 
nopolists. 
The danger is dissipated to-day. 
The American idea on which the government 
again takes its stand is, slating it in homely 
fashion, that this nation is rich enough to- 
provide for itself and powerful enough to take 
* care of itself. 
Congress is going to put 
the bars against that free foreign trade 
that is robbing labor of its employment and 
capita) and enterprise of their profits, and to 
assert those principles of policy in our rela­ 
tions with foreign governments that will give 
to every citizen of the United States, whether 
at home or abroad, whether upon the sea or 
domcilcd in a distant island, whether en­ 
gaged in fishing along the Canadian coasts, 
or visiting the home of his childhood in 
Ireland or Russia, the same rights and the 
same immunity in their enjoyment as are as­ 
sured to every other citizen. Aud it is be­ 
cause this idea has not been asserted, but 
because something very nearly the opposite 
has been permitted, that the Democratic 
parly now finds itself bereft of power, and 
groveling in the humilalion of defeat. 
To-day begins a new century of national 
life. 
Benjamin Harrison is inaugurated us 
the Centennial President. The name is al­ 
ready nearly as famous in our history as that 
of Washington, who initiated the first cen­ 
tury of the republic. 
Our new President in­ 
herits the spirit of a long line of illustrious 
patriots, heroes and statesmen. It was fitting 
that such a man should be chosen to begin , 


The country to-day bids good bye to 
Grover Cleveland, ex President. 
He has 
been an unique figure in Americau polities. 
No man ever rose to exalted position so sud­ 
denly or with so little pretensions to states­ 
manship. No President in time of pcafic 
ever met a more difficult task or found a 
harder and more exacting party to satisfy. 
He enme in with a pledge to the principle of 
civil service reform, only to find himself 
surrounded with a pack Of ravening wolves. A 
mail of much greater political experience and 
firmness of character would have been over­ 
borne. 
Mr. Cleveland distributed the spoils 
with great industry, all the time assuring the 
Mugwumps that he was devoted to the prin­ 
ciple of civil service reform. 
He served his 
party and deceived the Mugwumps, but the 
fact appears that the former are kicking him, 
while the latter continue to swear by him. 
But on larger questions Mr. Cleveland did 
what any Democratic President would and 
must inevitably have done—he surrendered 
himself to the Southern element. 
That con­ 
stituted the actual Democratic party in Con­ 
gress, controlling caucuses and the House or 
ganization, and takiDg entire charge of legis 
lation. 
In putiing himself at the head of the 
Southern element and voicing its principles 
and purposes, Mr. Cleveland proved his De­ 
mocracy, and the Northern Democrat who 
quarrels with him on this account has a quar­ 
rel to settle witli every member of his party 
below Mason and Dixon’s line. 
Mr. Ran­ 
dall’s attitude defines this fact. 
His quarrel 
is not with Cleveland, but with the Millses, 
the Breckinridges, the Wnttcrsons and the 
Vests, who simply tooa the guardianship 
of Mr. Cleveland into their hands aud used 
his position of tremendous power to their ad­ 
vantage. 
It was not Mr. Cleveland who de. 
feated his party, but the men who broke 
whatever there was of Northern spirit in 
him, and made him subservient to their un­ 
patriotic and revengeful purposes.

and entire supremacy in the government 
This was the straw that broke the back of 
Northern patience. Mr. Cleveland was lieaten, 
not because of Ids own aggressiveness towards 
the North, lmt because of the ofTensivcness 
and impudence of the men who asserted the 
sole authority to direct and to speak for the 
Democratic party. 
Mr. Cleveland has remained in office Ion 
enough since election to see Ids party split 
squarely in two over the very issue which lie 
forced upon it, and which 
for a time 
lie drove men to support by the power of his 
patronage, in violation of their consciences. 
The faction led by Randall and the faction 
le i by Mills are as incongruous and as hostile 
as are the Republican and Democratic forces 
to each other. 
He steps out from lietween 
them, ceases to serve as the connecting link, 
and anarchy and confusion arc tiie result. 
From this hour he ceases to be a political 
factor or figure of importance, and will soon 
b: lost in the labyrinth of law oflicc3 in New 
York. 
He could have earned a different 
and more honorable fate. If, instead of obey 
ing the orders of Carlisle and Mills and plac 
ing himself in position to demand a rcnomi 
nation from the Southern leaders of the parly, 
lie had adhered to the avowal of objections to 
a second term set forth in his first letter of ac­ 
ceptance, lie would have gone out of office 
with high honor and established a precedent 
which future Presidents would find it neces­ 
sary to respect.

these is the Mills Tariff bill, and with the 
fight over this measure the public is familiar. 
Another important House bill which failed is 
the Oklahoma bill.

W O RK OF T H E F IFT IET H C O N G RESS. 


A R ec o rd o f T h in g s A cco m p lish ed m id A t­ 
te m p te d —C le v e la n d B ea ts th e V eto R ec o rd 
IFrom the New-York Tribune.] 
W a s h in g t o n , March 3 .—Undoubtedly the 
most noteworthy legislative act of the fiftieth 
Congress, which closes at noon to morrow, 
has been tbe passage of the act by which 
there will be an addition of four new stars on 
the field of blue of the American National 
colors. The Congress in its length has exceed 
cd that of any previous Congress. 
More 
bills have been introduced and more enacted 
into laws than «luring any other Congress. 
In the matter of vetoes, the heretofore unsur­ 
passed record of the forty-ninth Congress lias 
ticen beaten, President Cleveland having dis 
approved more bills during the last two years 
of his Administration than during the first 
two. The frequent exercise of the veto 
power has been, perhaps, themostdistinguish- 
ing feature of President Cleveland’s Adminis­ 
tration. 
He lias vetoed directly 278 bills, 1157 
more than all his predecessors combined from 
Washington down. 
Beginning on the first Monday in Decern 
her, 1887, the tiftielh Congress continued 
practically uninterruptedly in session until 
October 20, 1888, when it adjourned, to 
meet for the second session in December and 
to continue until Marcli 4, 1880, as required 
by law. 
During the two sessions there have 
lieen introduced in the House 12,609 bills, or 
1,400 more than in the preceding Cougress, 
and 268 joint resolutions, or 5 more than in 
the forty-ninth Congress. Committee reports 
have been made to the number of 4,154. 
In the Senate 3,998 bills and 144 joint reso­ 
lutions have been introduced, against 3.357 
bills and 118 resolutions during the forty- 
ninth Congress which broke all previous re 
cords in this respect. There were2,700 writ­ 
ten reports made, or over 700 in excess of tlte 
preceding Congress. 
Of all these bills and 
joint resolutions. 1,791 became laws,of which 
number 1,190 originated in the House and 
601 in the Senate. 
The President also sent 
veto messages in the case of 99 House and 47 
Senate bills, or 14 more vetoes than were made 
during the previous Congress. 
Of the House bilis which became laws, 832 
were private bills and 358 measures of a pub­ 
lic character. 
All of the 99 House bills ve­ 
toes, except eight, were cither private pension 
or relief bills. 
Some of the more important 
House bills which have become laws are as 
follows; For a conference of South and 
Central American nations in Washington in 
May next; to divide the Great Sioux Reserva­ 
tion in Dakota; the Scott Chinese Exelusiou 
act; providing for the taking of tlte eleventh 
census; to limit the hours of laltor of letter 
carriers; creating a Department of Agricul­ 
ture, the head of the Dcnnrtincnt to be a Cabi­ 
net officer; to increase the maximum amount 
of international rnoDcy-orders front $50 to 
$100, and providing for i n Appraiser’s ware­ 
house in New-York. 
Bills originated in the Senate became laws 
to the number of 601, of which 409 were of a 
private character. 
Forty-seven Senate bills 
were vetoed, the most important being those 
for the erection of public buildings at Youngs­ 
town, Ohio, and Sioux City, Iowa, and the 
Direct Tax bill. 
By far the most important 
of the Senate hills enacted into law has been 
the omnibus Territorial Admission bill, by 
which North and South Dakota, Washington 
and Montana Territories may acquire state­ 
hood. 
Other Senate bills placed on the stat­ 
ute books are as follows: To increase the

TI c 
glory that Klitrne u(¥>n it so brightly four 
year* nut* goos out iu ( hinds and rain to day. 
It is a till int; end to a regime that has brought 
univ evil upon lite country. 
The |ieopIc did 
not intend lo elect Mr. Cleveland. 
A rainy 
day, an imprudent remark by an alliterative 
preacher, a few disgruntled stalwarts in 
Oneida county, and finally’ the counting of 
hundreds of Huller voles to the Democracy 
in New York city, wrought the unexpected 
change. 
The result of 18*4 was an accident 
suppliant tiled by fraud. 
Hut it was accepted 
by the American |tcoplc,whn believed that the 
time w as as favorable for an experiment with 
the iK’tnocracy as any that could lie selected 
within the present century. 
The people wt re 
linden! but watchful. 
They weighed justly 
und intelligently the Pan electric scandal, the 
outrage upon John Hunch, tho fisheries shame, 
the cowardice of our entire foreign policy, 
the pension vetoes, the rebel Hag order, ti c 
induction of criminals into offices, the up 
pression of settlers upon government lands, 
the undervaluations 
upon 
foreign 
goods 
in the 
custom houses in the interest of 
free trade, and tinnily tin; free trade message 
and the |icrsi*tcnl warfare of Southern Con 
gressmen u ( kui the industries that had made 
the North great and rich, 
They saw and 
studied these things and bided their op|Mir 
tuuily. 
When it came they rose wherever 
they weir permitted a free ballot and a fa'r 
count, and routed the faithless party by an 
overwhelming vote. 
Again there was a Solid 
North against a Solid South, and it wa- the 
solidity of intelligence and respect for law 
against a solidity of fraud and violence. The 
result was so decisive, and so grounded in 
the deliberate judgment und determination of 
the people, as to have the Democracy with­ 
out hope for the future. 
The Cleveland ad 
ministration has come and gone, and the 
country knows the value of Democratic pre 
tensions and promise*. 
They w ill not lie de 
ceivcu again. 
The party that saved the na 
tion, exterminated slavery,and gave the coun 
try twenty years of (K-ace aud unexampled 
pro .pertly ba* been taken back to stay. Demo­ 
cratic ascendency, just four year* long, bas 
lieen aptly described a* a hyphen bet ween 
two Republican eras. 
It w ill occupy a queer 
place in history, and future generations will 
wonder at the forbearance and confidence of 
a people that took lank into power the party 
whose leader* were fighting to destroy the 
country only twenty years before. 
With the Itepublican party the Amene 
idea returns; there is Ut be an American pol 
icy. 
The “ campaign of intellect " which 
ended four mouth* ago worked out the Amer 
jean idea to the thorough comprehension of 
the people, 
We had learned how-easy it wa* 
for a weak and truckling administration, 
continued through a series of Presidential 
terms, to make the United States practically a 
foreign dependency, and especially tom b our 
own people of their legitimate title to its 
wealth by distributing it among foreign mo 
nopolist*. 
The danger is dissipated to day 
The American idea oil which the government 
again takes its stand is, stating it in homely 
fashion, that this nation is rich enough to- 
provide for itself and powerful enough to take 
* care of itself. 
Congress is going to put 
the hors against that free foreign trade 
that is robbing labor of its employment and 
capitol and enterprise of their profits, and to 
assert those principles of fiolicy in our rcla 
lions with foreign governments that will give 
to every citizen of the United blate*, whether 
at home or abroad, whether upon the sen or 
domciled in a distant island, whether en 
gaged in fishing ulong the Canadian coasts, 
or visiting the home of his childhood iii 
Ireland or Russia, the same rights and tin 
same immunity in their enjoyment as are as­ 
sured to every other citizen. 
Aud it is he 
cause this idea has not been asserted, hut 
because something very nearly the opjtosile 
has been permitted, (bat the Democratic 
party now finds itself bereft of power, aud 
groveling in the humilation of defeat. 
To day begins a new century of national 
life. 
Benjamin Harrison is inaugurated as 
the Centennial President. 
The name is al­ 
ready nearly as famous in our history as that 
of Washington, who initiated the first cen­ 
tury of the republic. 
Our new President in­ 
herits the spirit of a long line of illustrious 
patriots, heroes and statesmen. It was fitting 
that such a mao should be chosen to begin 


the new era—lo stand where Washington 
stood one hundred years ago. 
There is an 
appropriateness in the people's choice at 
such an era that appeals strongly to the sense 
of patri>>tisiu aud national pride. The second 
century of the Republic is well begun. 


E X -P R E S ID E N T C LEVELAN D . 


The country today bids good bye to 
Grover 
Cleveland, ex President. 
Ile 
has 
been an unique figure in American politics. 
No man ever rose to exalted position so sud­ 
denly or with so little pretensions to states 
mansbip. 
No President in time of peace 
ever met a more difficult task or found n 
harder and morn exacting party to satisfy. 
He came In with a pledge to the principle of 
civil service reform, only to find himself 
surrounded with a pack of ravening wolves. A 
man of much greater political experience and 
firmness of character would have been over 
borne. 
Mr. Cleveland distributed the spoils 
with great industry, ail the time assuring the 
Mugwumps that he was devoted to the prin­ 
ciple of civil service* reform. 
Ile served lits 
party and deceived the Mugwumps, but the 
fact appears that the former are kicking him, 
while the latter continue to swear by bim. 
But on larger questions Mr. Cleveland did 
what any Democratic President would and 
must inevitably have done—he surrendered 
himself to the Southern element. 
That con­ 
stituted the actual Democratic party in Con 
gress, controlling caucuses and the House or 
ganizalion, and taking entire charge of legit 
lation. 
In putting himself at the head of the 
Southern element and voicing its principles 
and pur|x>so8, Mr. Cleveland proved lits De­ 
mocracy, and the Northern Democrat who 
quarrels with him on this account has a quar­ 
rel to settle with every member of his party 
below Mason nod Dixon’s line. 
Mr. Ran 
dall’s attitude defines this fact. 
His quarrel 
is not with ( lowland, but w ith Hie Millses, 
the Breckinridge*, the Watterson* and the 
Vests, who simply toot tho guardianship 
of Mr. Cleveland into their hands and used 
hi* position of tremendous power to their ad­ 
vantage. 
It was not Mr. Cleveland who dc. 
footed his party, but the men who broke 
whatever there was of Northern spirit in 
him, and made him subservient to their un­ 
patriotic and revengeful purjioses. 
He de­ 
pended upon them to guide and sup|>ort his 
administration. 
They were tile men and 
they alone who could make a renomination 
and re election possible. 
Mr. Cleveland, lie 
ing troubled with the weaknesses and subject 
to Hie mistakes of ordinary men, fell into their 
hands and became like cl»y lieforc the pot 
ter. 
Having moulded him to their purposes 
an i unfolded the policy of ruin in Congress 
with 
a 
guarantee 
of 
his 
approval, 
his enslavers came 
North 
and 
assert­ 
ed the Southern determination of permanent 
and entire supremacy in the government 
This was Hie straw that broke the back of 
Northern patience. Mr. Cleveland wn* beaten, 
not because of his own aggressiveness towards 
the North, but because of the ofTcn*ivcn< ss 
and impudence of the men who asserted the 
sole authority to direct and to speak for the 
Democratic party. 
Mr. Cleveland lins remained in office long 
enough since election to see his party split 
squarely in two over the very issue which he 
forced upon it, and which 
for a time 
lie drove men to support bv the power of Ills 
patronage, iii violation of their consciences 
The faction led by Randall and the faction 
ie I by Mills are as incongruous and aa hostile 
ai are the Republican and Democratic force 
to each oilier. 
He steps out from lietwec 
the.ii, ceases to serve as the connecting link 
and anarchy mid confusion arc tile result 
From tilts hour lie cense* bi be a political 
factor or figure of importance, and will soon 
Ii* lost in the labyrinth of law o Iii cen iii New 
York. 
Ile could have earned a different 
and more honorable fate. If. instead ofolicy 
ing the orders of Carlisle und Mills und pine 
ing himself in position to demand a remind 
nation from the Southern lender*of Hie |iarfy 
lie bud adhered to Hie avowal of objections b 
a second term set forth in hi* first letter of ac 
captance, be would have gone out of office 
with high honor and established a precedent 
which future Presidents would find it necwr 
airy to respect. 


WORK OF THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


A Ite m rti o f T ilin g " A rro m p M slied M in i At 
lrn i|itr< l-C lr« « l* ii(l H eat" I lie V eto K erorU . 
IFrnni the New-Ye irk Trilmne.| 
W asiiinoton. March I.—Undoubtedly tin 
most noteworthy legislative act of the fiftieth 
Congress, w bidi closes at noon to morrow 
baa lieen Hie passage of the act by whit 
there w ill tic nu addition of four new star* on 
the field of blue of the American National 
color*. The Congress in it* length bas exceed 
cd that of any previous Congress. 
Mon 
billa have been Introduced and more enacted 
into law* than during any other Cotigrc-s 
In tile matter of vetoes, the heretofore unsur 
passed record of the forty ninth Congress Ila* 
been beaten, President Cleveland having din 
approved mon' bills during the last two year* 
of hi* Administration than during the first 
two. 
Tim frequent exercise of the veh 
power has k vn . perhaps, the mostdistinguish 
mg feature of President Cleveland’* Adminis 
tration. 
H e bas vetoed directly 278 bills, 1.77 
more than all bis pred'ttfwora combined from 
Washington down. 
Beginning on the first Monday in Detem 
ber, 1887, the fiftieth Congress continue! 
practically uniulcrruptcdly in aes*iou until 
October 20, I HHH, when it adjourned, 
bi 
meet for the second session in December and 
to continue until March 4, 1889, as required 
by law. 
During the two sessiou* there have 
la-en introduced in the House 12,679 bills, or 
1,400 more titan iii the preceding Congress, 
aud 268 joint resolutions, or 5 more than iii 
the forty ninth Congress. Committee report* 
have been made to the numla-r of 4,174. 
In the Senate 3.998 bills and 144 joint reso­ 
lutions have liven introduced, against 3.877 
bill* and 118 resolutions during the forty- 
ninth Congruu which broke all previous re 
cords in this respect. 
There were2.700 writ 
ten reports made, or over 700 in excess of Bk 
preceding Congress. 
Of all these bill* aud 
joint resolutions. 1,791 became laws,of which 
number I,IIM) originated in the House arid 
601 in the Senate. 
The President also sent 
veto messages in Hie case of 99 House and 47 
Senate bills, or 14 more vetoes than w ere made 
during the previous Congress. 
Of the House bills which became laws, 832 
were private bills and 378 measures of a (tub 
lie character. 
All of the 90 House bill* Ve­ 
blen, except eight, were cither pri vale pension 
or relief bills. 
Some of the more im|x>rtant 
House bill* which have become laws are as 
follow s: 
For a conference of South and 
Central American nations in Washington in 
May next; to divide the Great Sioux Honer va - 
tion in Dakota; the Scott Chinese Kxclusiou 
act; providing for the taking of the eleventh 
census; to limit the hours of ialior of letter 
carriers; creating a Deiwitincnt of Agrieul 
lure, the head of the Department to be a Calli 
Del officer; to increase the maximum amount 
of international money-order* from $50 to 
$100, and providing for i n Appraiser’s ware 
house in New York. 
Billa originated in the Senate became laws 
to the number of 601, of which 409 were of a 
private character. 
Forty-seven Senate bills 
were vetoed, the most important being those 
for the erection of public buildings at Youngs­ 
town, Ohio, and Sioux City, Iowa, and the 
Direct Tax bill. 
By far the most important 
of the Senate bills enacted into law has been 
the omnibus Territorial Admission bill, by 
which North and 8outh Dakota, Washington 
and Montana Territories may acquite stale 
bood. 
Other Senate billa placed on the stat­ 
ute books are at follows; To Increase the 


pension for loss of both hands and also for 
doafncss; to prevent deposits of garbage with­ 
in ’New-York harbor; to Incorporate the N ic­ 
aragua Canal Company) to provide for a mar­ 
ine conference! to provide aid to Stale braies 
for the silptx>rt of ulsublca soldiers; to perfect 
the 
quarantine 
service; 
relating 
to 
anchorage 
of 
vessels 
in 
the 
port 
of New York; to prohibit the com ingot Chi­ 
nese laborers into the United States; to 
change the time of meeting of the Electoral 
College; to enable the President to protect tile 
interests of the United States at Panama (a 
similar measure with reference to Samoa was 
included in Hic Naval Appropriation bill); to 
protect the Alaska fur, seal and salntdn lislt- 
eripsi directing the Secretary of Hic Interior 
to investigate the practicability of construct­ 
ing w ater storage reservoirs in Hie arid re­ 
gion; appropriating $200,000 to suppress in­ 
fection in the interstate commerce of Ute 
United Slates; and in aid of sufferers from 
yellow fever. 
Congress also passed bills lo pension Mrs. 
Sheridan, Mrs. Logan. Mrs. Frank A. Blair 
and to retire General Rosecrans. 
Three hundred and thirty five bills which 
passed the House failed iu Hie Senate or in 
conference, 
By far the most notable of 
these is the Mills Tariff bill, and with the 
fight over this measure the public is familiar. 
Another important House bill which failed is 
the Oklahoma bill.
